Most 
of these directorships we hive accept- 
ed with reluctance and only.because 
we felt constrained to keep in touch 
with properties which we had reor-

The house o£ Morgan feels that it 
lias kept within the law within all its 
complex operations and no ,legal ne- 
cessity or threatened complications 
with the authorities at ashington has 
made it necessary to adopt a sweeping 
change in policy announced today. 
One of tlie members of the firm said 
that Morgan & Company had been 
scrupulously 
careful 
to observe the 
spirit as well as the letter of the law 
and that decision of. the firm was pri- 
marily a matter of expediency. Con- 
ditions had so shaped themselves in 
the past, he said, that the firm had 
been comoelled reluctantly to accept 
the

New York for Adoption of Law 


to Break Charity Trust. ,

New York; Jan. 2.—In every city, 
large*, and small, are organizations of 
well meaning people who propose to 
care for children in poverty. These 
people beg from the rich and well-to- 
do to get money, clothing, shelter and 
food for poor children. Children who 
fall into the hands of these charitable 
organizations are first disgraced, then 
taken from their mothers and in the 
end poverty is not even relieved. 
Begging -is demoralizing to all con- 
cerned, even when it is done by a 
fine lady, or a fine organization of our 
best people, on fine stationery from 
a fine office. History shows that beg- 
ging failed to educate the children 
and as industry demanded girls and 
boys who could read and write, the 
free public school system was estab- 
lished and has just about abolished il- 
literacy.

Charity schools were a miserable 
failure. 
They have gone. 
But the 
Russell Sage 
Foundation and other 
great 
institutions 
will go 
piffling 
around trying to convince the: people 
that charity will relieve child" 'pover- 
ty. Charity disgraces 
the receiver, 
teaches him to beg, and fills the giver 
with a false pride that hurts his char- 
acter. Charity can not even relieve 
child-poverty and it does not even 
propose to abolish it. 
For scores of years this begging 
business went on unhindered. 
The 
United Charities of Chicago collected 
more than 
$300,000 a year, seventy- 
five per cent of which went to salaries 
o£ "investigators," 
whose chief work 
was obtaining jobs 
for dependent 
mothers. Such jobs as they obtained 
were washing and scrubbing, labor- 
ious work: which' ruined the mother 
and broke up the family. Thousands 
o£ families were broken up in this 
way. The technical court charge for 
ireakint tip the family, however, was 
.ruancy delinquency, "falling to keep 
the house, clean," or the mother was 
sent 
to the hospital broken down.

The high sal- 
aried experts and the horde of "in- 
vestigators" could not raise last year 
more than $70,000 although assisted 
by committees of prominent business 
men. 
Many charity workers thrown 
out of work by the failure of the beg- 
ging societies have been hired by the 
county as civil service employes to 
help the pensioned mothers, instead 
of wasting their time as employment 
agents for wash women and scrub- 
bers.

The writer has been using the op- 
portunity afforded by the holiday va- 
cation ' in visiting some dairy farms 
in Rock and Jefferson counties and 
believes that the readers of the Ga- 
zette will be interested in a brief 
account of some things observed. 
The day after Christmas found us 
at a farm about half a mile south of 
Milton Junction. About fifteen years 
ago the 
present 
proprietor 'of the 
farm was a butcher, who had never 
lived on a farm, could not milk and 
was ignorant of farming operations. 
On a farm of 30 acrei! he now has a 
small'herd of thirteen grade Jerseys 
which are bringing him an income oil 
$1.300 per year.' 
•• 
Entering his barn we found it an 
up-to-date barn; well lighted, white- 
washed within, and convenient equip- 
ped with the King system ot--ventila- 
tion, and 
the 
Hoard 
- home made 
stanchions and 
cow ties. His 
:siio 
opened into his barn in front of the 
cows so that they could be fed''with 
economy of labor, his bedding was di- 
rectly .above the cows. This consist- 
ed of stiavings which he buys by the 
carload. In a convenient corner were 
the spring scales for 
weighing his 
milk and the record sheet. 
On being asked to what he attri- 
buted his success the owner replied, 
"I give my cows good hay. I raise 
alfalfa and- it is well cured and cared 
for, n.ot burned up. I give my cows 
good care. My barn is warm and com- 
tortable. I sell off the cows that are 
unprofitable and keep only the best." 
T.o the writer's 
mind these state- 
ments are significant but they do not 
tell the whole story- Further conver- 
sation revealed how the man got his 
start. 


One of the large factors in his suc- 
cess was the fact that he realized his 
ignorance of farming and instead .<>£ 
trying to learn in the hard and ex- 
pensive school of experience he went 
to those who had had experience ahd 
learned of them. He got into com- 
munication with the experiment sta- 
tion at Madison, secured their bulle- 
tins, sent them samples of his soil for 
analysis, wrote them about his prob- 
lems when he could not get the1' help 
he needed from bulletins, he took 
agricultural 
papers and 
attended 
farmers' institutes, and 
visited 
tl>e, 
farms of those whom he knew to lie 
successful. 
He used and still uses 
scales and the Babcock test, his mjlk 
being weighed at every milking, and 
carefully estimating the value of feed 
consumed and the amount of butter 
fat, he was able to weed out liis poor- 
er cows and built up his herd, until 
r.ow his cows are bringing him an 
income of $100 'per cow above cost of 
feed and he has none that he would 
sell for less than $100. He uses al- 
falfa hay 
grown 
on his farm a:id 
silage with .a moderate amount •>{ 
grain, not "crowding" his cows in ariy 
way.It was 
the good 
fortune 
of the 
writer and his wife to spend two days 
at the home of an enterprising young 
farmer of Jefferson county. Tbe home 
itself 
showed evidences 
of culture 
and refinement. Its furnishings were 
not only substantial, but simple and 
beautiful. 
There 
were 
books and 
music, papers in abundance and we 
observed that Webster's dictionary 
and the Bible were both within easy 
reach 
as if used daily. That Ibe 
young people were awake to the op- 
portunities for nature study afforded 
by their country life, was shown by 
the presence ot bird and tree books! 
There were agricurtural books, i'arm- 
er's bulletins and half a dozen of the 
best agricultural papers. That there 
was co-operation between husband 
and wife was shown by the helpful- 
ness of the husband about the house 
aud the fact that the little three year 
old daughter was 
able to name all

day old-timers call for the bringing 
back of this same Teuton waltz, puri- 
fied by time and made tolerable by 
custom, as an. essentially polite and 
decorous entertainment—though when 
it was new even Chllde Harold, was 
shocked at the embrace it involved— 
the partners 'like two cockchafers 
spitted on the same bodkin.'
